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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 4, 2, 
3, 5, 7, 8,12, 10, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 20, 18, 19, 21, 22, 23, 24, 28, 26, 27, 29-32 are 
considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, none of 
the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations specified in the independent claims. As to claims 4, 2-3, 5, 7-8, the prior art 
of record does not teach wherein the repair comprises a decoding a portion of the 
encoded distribution tree as a node receives the data packet and re-encoding the 
encoded distribution tree as the node passes the data packet to another node down the 
distribution tree. 

As to claims 12, 10, 13-14, 15-16 and 20, 18-19,21-24, the prior art o record 
does not teach wherein the modifying comprises decoding a portion of the encoded 
distribution tree as a node receives the data packet and re-encoding the encoded 
distribution tree as the node passes the data packet to another node down the 
distribution tree. As to claims 28, 26-27, 29-32, the prior art of record does not teach 
wherein the modifying comprises decoding a portion of the encoded distribution tree as 
a node receives the data packet and re-encoding the encoded distribution tree as the 
node passes the data packet to another node down the distribution tree. Any comments
